As I often say, in amateur radio, all Good Things do NOT come from = 
Newington, CT, or from QRP ARCI or from AmQRP or any other single = 
entity. The same applies here. From what I have seen, ARCI is = 
supportive of this joint effort and the end result is a significant = 
benefit to QRP. 


Harry S Truman said it best: "There is no limit to what you can get 
done if you don't care who gets the credit." Let's all support what = 
gets done and let Amateur Radio as a whole take the credit. That really = 
is where it all comes from anyway.

Lots of folks now have become veteran kit builders by tackling the 
Rock-Mite. It's a fun radio that really works, and the price is right. It 
has amazing capability for a $25 rig (including a built-in iambic keyer), 
but let's admit it: an amateur transceiver that operates on only two 
frequencies is basically a novelty item. I like the Rock-Mite very much. 
I'm expecting my review to appear in the July 2003 issue of CQ Amateur 
Radio, but Dave Benson's cover article in the April 2003 issue of QST is 
richly descriptive and is much more detailed than my review. 


If the Rock-Mite is a tiny magic turtle, the DSW-II is a steed. Go to the 
<http://www.smallwonderlabs.com> website to catch the details. The 20 m 
version, which is now available, covers the entire 20 m band and way beyond. 
If you hold the RIT switch in the up position on power-up, the DSW-II-20 
jumps up to 15.000 MHz to tune in WWV, the 10 kW National Institute of 
Standards and Technology Station for standard frequency, time, storm, GPS 


and propagation information. See: 
http: //www.boulder.nist.gov/timefreq/stations/wwv-wheel.htm 
for details about WWV. 


At $150, the currently-available DSW-II-20 is a bargain. Since I've already 
built a DSW-80, a DSW-40 and a DSW-20, I'll be waiting to be a beta tester 
for the 17 m DSW-II when Dave Benson gives the go-ahead. Use the DSW-II at 
home. Throw it into your suitcase for a business trip or into your backpack 
or even your jacket pocket for a trip to the wilderness. The only 
significant disadvantage of the DSW and DSW-II for backpacking is that the 
stock radio doesn't have enough audio output to drive a speaker (making it a 
battery miser, of course), so you can't listen to the radio while you're 
doing camp chores. The solution is to mount a little audio amplifier into a 
small external speaker cabinet, perhaps powered with a 9 V transistor 
battery. A stop by RadioShack should solve that problem. 


Here's another idea: is there a white-cane CW operator in your local ham 
club? How about volunteering to build a DSW-II to introduce that amateur to 
the joys of QRP operating? The DSW rigs are great for blind radio amateurs, 
since their operation is entirely aural and tactile. The heart of its 
secret is the detented tuning control with a notch which can be used for 
counting rotations. The detented control makes precise frequency control 
possible for blind amateurs. The same feature allows sighted operators to 
use the rig in a dark tent or at home during a power outage. Ask Walter 
HendricksonVE7BGJ. Totally blind from birth, Walter is a superb CW 
operator. Chuck Crandall AF4PP built a DSW-20 and then gave it to Walter. 
Lou Beaubien VE7CGE adapted it for Walter's shack. You can send an e-mail 
to Walter at

Walter reads e-mail through a digital-to-Morse converter. The DSW-II rigs 
include a front-panel LED which blinks as you rotate the detented main 
frequency control, and it illuminates when you're in RIT mode. However, 
Dave Benson has added an extra wrinkle for blind ops: in RIT mode, the 
Morse frequency readout includes an "R" to signal RIT mode status.

The detented tuning control of the DSW and DSW-II series takes about 5 
minutes to get used to, and perhaps a whole half hour to really master. The 
trick with the DSW was to learn to divide your desired frequency change from 
the power-on default 14 060 kHz by six, and then count the rotations. Since 
4.8 kHz is very close to 5 kHz, the approximate calculation for the DSW-II 


series will be easier. The Morse frequency annunciator has a resolution of 
1 kHz, so to get precisely on target, you need to find the detent click in 
coarse tuning mode between, say, 14 029.8 kHz and 

14 030 kHz. (In fine tuning mode, that boundary would be between 14 029.95 
kHz and 14 030 kHz.) 


Changing keyer speed is a snap: push the keyer control button until you 
hear a Morse "S." Hold the dit paddle to go faster than the default speed, 
or the dah paddle to slow it down. The audio annunciator tracks with the 
keyer speed. Wait for "R" to reverse the paddles, "T" to transmit a tone, 
or "SK" to use a straight key or external keyer. Neither the DSW nor the 
DSW-II keyer has text memories. 


Like the DSW-20, the DSW-II-20 will operate on the entire 20 m band, but its 
receiver hears only on the lower sideband. Although its audio bandpass is 
narrow, Since it is designed for CW reception, phone reception is also 
possible, as demonstrated by listening to the voice transmissions of WWV and 
the numerous shortwave broadcast stations on the 19 m band. On the DSW-20, 
it was possible, however, to modify the receiver to listen on the upper 
sideband, thereby making CW/USB cross-mode operation possible. This 
modification requires mounting an 8.2 microhenry inductor on the underside 
of the main circuit board parallel with C14, and then re-aligning C14. The 
equivalent variable capacitor on the DSW-II-20 is C12. From the circuit 
diagrams it appears that the 8.2 microhenry inductor will also do the 
sideband-switching job on the DSW-II-20. One other result of this 
modification is that the audio bandpass will be a bit broader because of the 
audio filter design shape in the DSW-II. A surface-mount inductor can be 
soldered to the board with little fuss. When they are released, the 
DSW-II-80 and the DSW-II-40 will receive on the upper sideband, so they will 
also require an extra inductor to switch their reception to LSB. The 
DSW-II-17 will receive LSB, so an inductor will be needed on that rig as 
well to convert it to USB reception. The inductor values will probably be 
different for each model. We'll have to ask Dave Benson for some coaching.

Hi- - 


The HRO-60 is arguably one of the better vacuum-tube receivers for amateur 
radio service, 

circa the late 1950s- early 1960s. The "modules" are coil sets-- four (A, 

B, C, and D) cover the 

amateur and short-wave bands, while accessory coil sets cover from VLF to 
six meters. Separate 

plastic dial scales accompany (or should accompany) the accessory coil sets. 


The basic coil sets feature individual bandwidth "switches"-- small tabs 
that you reposition to 
cover the bandspread sections provided in the coils sets. 


Mechanically speaking, the radio is well built, with a very nice 
vernier-tuning system that 

was a National Radio trademark. There are at least two internal accessory 
plug-ins: a crystal 

calibrator (fixed markers) and a NBFM adaptor. Also, you'll need an 
external loudspeaker, 

and National offered a matching speaker. 


As for value, well... that depends on a multitude of factors, but it's 
probably not a $50 radio 

unless it's been swimming<g>. Chances are, it would sell for anywhere from 
$200 to $600 depending 

on condition and the absence of modifications. The accessory coil sets are 
uncommon and somewhat 

valuable to other HRO-60 owners, but the radio is more valuable as a 
complete (or near-complete) 

package. 


As with all older vacuum-tube radios, you need to practice safe 
power-application techniques. If you 

haven't already done so, DON'T plug the radio in and power it up froma 
cold start after years in 

storage. You can cause a lot of damage and potentially expose yourself to a 
shock hazard if 

an AC line-to-chassis bypass capacitor has short-circuited. If a filter 
capacitor has shorted, you 

may fry the rectifier tube and power transformer. 


If you're unfamiliar with old-radio restoration techniques, do some 
research-- you and the radio will be 
better off. 


To restore the radio, you may have to replace the filter capacitors and any 
leaking paper capacitors 

or cooked resistors. Tubes are relatively easy to find, with the exception 
of the ballast-resistor tube 

that's used to stabilize the local-oscillator heater (although a 6V6 is 
supposedly a plug-in substitute). 

If a previous owner was a smoker, the cabinet and knobs will need cleaning. 


Keep in mind that the HRO is a very heavy beast and will tax your packaging 
ability if you ship it 
to a purchaser. You'll need to remove the coil sets and package each one 


very carefully to 
prevent breakage. 


I owned an HRO-60 and liked it, but sold it to buy a Drake R-8, and I'm not 
sorry that I did-- 
the HRO was a fine radio, but it took up a lot of operating-table space.
